As a young boy, | often heard my father playing his

in his heod, or a request or two, when people came to the 
house for an evening. My list of favorites seldom got a nod. 


That changed when dad began working on a growing list of 
children’s songs in the early 1950s, He collected poems and 
lyrics with themes that he felt children would enjoy, and began 
writing the music for those words when time would allow. He 
played them all for me ond my brother Randy, and we got an 
early window into an extraordinary collection of songs for 
children. He later recorded an album of many of the songs, 
and a songbook was published, but for forty years after that 
these wonderful little songs languished. 


{t pleases me very much that the people at Hal Leonard have 
agreed to re-publish these songs for children. They deserve an 
airing, and | know that my father would be very pleased that 
they are once again finding their way to people’s piano stands. 
And, like those evenings at our house fifty yeors ago, there are 
some of dad's evergreen songs included in this folio to please 
the tastes of every generation.
